Prior to September 1939, it was a nation of 35,000,000 
people, 4,000,000 of whom were Jews. To-day, no one 
knows the population of the conguered Poland, for, as 
the French Yellow Book on " The Policy of Extermination 
Followed by the German Government in Poland ” says in 
its concluding paragraph: 

" All these rules, executions, deportations, confisca- 
tions and expulsions, prove that the Germans want, 
with the least possible delay, to commit the greatest 
crime in the history of civilisation — namely, to crush 
and destroy completely the Polish element in terri- 
tories which, for more than a thousand years, were 
both the cradle and inheritance of the Polish Nation." 
Those who were relatively fortunate enough to cross 
the frontiers, bereft of everything except that which they 
could carry, are dependent on Charity. The countries 
where they have sought asylum cannot, however, 
continually supply their essential needs. But we, their 
Ally, can— and must— help this pitiful multitude,

We are endeavouring to raise at least £200,000 to 
alleviate the appalling suffering that exists. So far in 
1940, we have raised £75,000. The demands for 
relief reach us mainly from our Centres in Hungary, 
Rumania and Lithuania. There, our agents — all trusted 
workers known to us personally — carry out their work, 


making certain that neither one penny nor one stitch 
falls into the hands of the common enemy. 


Both the Prime Minister and the Foreign Secretary 
have consented to join our Council and Lord Halifax, 


speaking in the House of Lords on November 7th, 1939 
when he announced the Government's Grant of £100,000 


towards the help of Polish refugees, strongly commended 
the appeal of the Polish Relief Fund, saying: “There is 


no cause that should make a more direct appeal to the 
British people at this time than this appeal on behalf of 
the Poles.” 

Again, more recently, the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. R. A. Butler, speaking in the House 
of Commons on February 7th, warmly commended the 
work of the Polish Relief Fund and stressed that the 
British aid is: “given for suffering humanity, regardless 
of creed.”

SYNOPSIS 


ACI I-The scene of the opera is laid in Richmond. Lovely Lady Harriet Durham 
(Martha), though surrounded by luxury, is a prey to ennui, from which her com- 
panion, Nancy, tries in vain to rouse her. An old admirer, Sir Tristram, visits her 
and is made an object of ridicule. On hearing (off-stage) the singing of girls on their 
way to the hiring fair at Richmond, Lady Harriet and Nancy persuade Sir Tristram to 
take them there, under the assumed names of Martha and Julia, Sir Tristram to be 
known as Old Bob. 


ACT II—The Sheriff opens the fair with an announcement that all agreements between 
masters and servants are valid for one year. Two young farmers, Lionel and Plunkett, 
seeing Martha (Lady Harriet) and Julia (Nancy), offer them employment, which is 
accepted in fun but regretted when the girls find themselves taken away to a farmer's 
cottage and made to learn spinning. Midnight sounds, and all retire to rest. Sir 
Tristram arrives, having traced the girls to the cottage, and with him they escape. 


ACT HE—Lady Harriet and her ladies, hunting in the forest, meet Lionel and Plunkett, 
and the two young farmers for the first time learn the real identity of their former 
servants. Lionel is broken-hearted and loses his reason. 


ACT IV—Lady Harriet, who has learned to love Lionel, discovers that he is the son of a 
deceased nobleman who had been unjustly banished. She has interceded with the 
Queen for the restoration of his title and estates, and, in informing Lionel of this, offers 
him her hand, which he refuses, thinking her false. As a last resource, Lady Harriet 
re-stages at her own expense the scene of the fair at Richmond: Lionel is taken there 
by Plunkett, and the sight of Martha, amidst the old surroundings, restores him to 


reason.
